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Release of Airmen 
Is Reason for Hope 


Release by the Red Chinese of the 11 
United States airmen who have been held 
as spies since near the end of the Korean 
War is indeed a matter for deep rejoic- 
ing in this country. But the manner of 
their release is the sarne as that in which 
‘they were held—for propaganda and 
‘blackmail purposes. 

Freeing of the B-29 crew was an- 
nounced only a few hours prior to the 
beginning of the Geneva talks about the 
release of a total of 51 Americans being 
forcibly detained on the China mainland. 
While it can be considered an act of good 
faith. it also is designed to give the world 
an impression that the Chinese Commu- 
nists are not the unreasonable aggressors 
that Korea and Vietnam have proved 
them to be. 

The long battle to free these men has 
been a real test of U.S. patience. In an- 
other era it could have caused a war. 


Meanwhile, the Geneva conference be- 
comes the first diplomatic contact between 
the United States and the Communist gov- 
ernment of China. It actually amounts to 
an unofficial recognition of the Commu- 
nist regime. It opens the way for directy 
talks on other matters that may relieve 
what Sen. George described Sunday as 
“the peint of greatest danger.” 

Geneva could very well be a beginning 
of a general Asiatic settlement. Such a set- 
tlement will not be achieved overnight 
but the indications of a more conciliatory 
attitude on the part of the Chinese Com- 
munists would indicate no immediate war. 

The powder kegs of South Vietnam, 
Formosa, South Korea- and Communist 
infiltration of other Asiatic nations re- 
main. There is the problem of the off- 
shore islands, the question of Red China’s 
admission to the United Nations, the pres- 
ence of the U.S. Seventh Fieet in For- 
mosa Straits and many others. 


Release of these United States airmen 
is the first indication that the Red Chi- 
nese wish to establish a peaceful atmos- 


‘phere for negotiations that could lead 
“to a lessening of tensions in Asia. Chou 
-En-lai is talking less tough.

The State of Georgia 
Has Legalized Usury 


When the Georgia General Assembly 
was considering the Industrial Loan Act 
earlier this year, The Constitution opposed 
it vigorously on the grounds that it made 
usury legal. The law was passed and 
after a few months of operation it is 
obvious that it does, indeed, make usury 
legal. 

When Zack Cravey, who is in charge 
of administering the new law, worked for 
its passage, he is quoted by Constitution 
reporter, Jack Nelson, as having said: “It 
should result in the public obtaining loans 
at legal rates with curbs on other charges.” 

It is true that the rates now are legal 
and that under Georgia law it is possible 
to charge interest, insurance and fees 
amounting to more than 150 per cent of 
the loan. As revealed by The Constitution 
yesterday, Commissioner Cravey declared 
that a $10.43 insurance premium required 
to get a $40 loan is legal. 

It is only fair to ask the commissioner 
what constitutes “curbs on other charges’? 
And what is the commissioner's interpre- 
tation of legal charges for insurance? 

It is obvious that the Industrial Loan 
Act is filled with loopholes that, as Sen. 
Everett Millican has pointed out, make 
all the worst practices of small loan com- 
“panies legal. It apparently can be in- 
terpreted in any way that the commis- 
sioner sees fit. 

Charges of upwards of 150 per cent 
for- a small loan is quite a generous al- 
lowance for the risks involved in the busi- 
ness. In fact, some observers think it a 
form of legalized stealing. So do we. 

The General Assembly has from now 
until January to observe completely and 
thoroughly the new Industrial Loan Act 
in operation. We cannot see how any in- 
dividual member of that body can con- 
done, in clear conscience, the legalization 
of usury. Surely, in January, they will do 
something about it.

Answers to Prayer 


Are Not Immediate 


I always appreciate the post cards and letters 
which readers take the time to address to me. A 
note from a reader, or a phone call, or a greeting 


from a stranger on the street corner, gives personality and warmth to 
the writing of a daily column. It makes writing more than a play on 
words or the mere punctuation of sentences. 


It may at first seem surprising, 
but more letters come to me after 
I have written about immortality 
or prayer than all other topics 
combined. There are some aspects 
of religious faith which we can 
readily comprehend, We wrder~ 
stand, for instance, the meaning of 
love and we can even embrace the 
concept of divine love. We under- 
stand the necessity of service and 
of stewardship and of forgiveness. 
We usually understand a good deal 
more about these subjects than we 
are willing to put into practice. 

But there are great matters of 
faith which the hearts of all men 
seek eagerly and hungrily to 
understand more fully. So readers 
write searching and anxious letters 
about the Christian faith that 
there will be a reunion again with 
those whom we have loved and 
lost awhile. And many have writ- 
ten asking about answers to 
prayers. 

Let me add a word or two about 
prayer. Does God answer prayer? 
The testimony of the Bible and the 
witness of the church is that God 
does answer prayer. Yes, God 
answers prayer but— 

“But” is a qualifying word. 
“But” indicates reservation and 
restriction. “‘But’’ allows for ex- 
ceptions. Almost inevitably my 
answer is, “Yes, God answers 
prayer but—”’ 

What are the qualifications 
which are essential to God’s an- 
swer of our prayers? First, God

answers prayer but not always ag 
we expect. It is an answer, none. 
theless. It is God’s answer, not 
our own. We accept God's answer 
to our prayers when we pray, 
“Thy will be done.” We reject 
God's answer, or we say God 
doesn't answer, when we pray, 
‘My will be done.’’ 


Second, God answers prayer but 
His answers are not always im. 
mediate. We are impatient crea. 
tures. We are accustomed to im. 
mediate responses to our requests, 
We call the fire house and within 
moments the sound of the alarm 
tells us that our urgent plea has 
been heard. But God’s ways are 
not our ways. Sometimes His an- 
swers come only with the passing 
years. The Psalmist said, “I wait- 
ed patiently for the Lord,” and 
then adds, ‘‘and He heard me,” 
Christ taught that men should pray 
persistently. Sometimes I believe 
that God must feel that His an- 
swersewill mean most only to the 
man who has prayed uncbasingly. 


Third, God answers prayers but 
He expects us to become part of 
the answer. How is this possible? 
When we pray sincerely and gen- 
uinely, our minds and hearts be- 
come fashioned according to God’s 
will. Prayer cleanses and purifies 
the heart and the motives of the 
earnest and faithful man. Tomor- 
row I want to tell a story which 
illustrates this more perfectly than 
any extended argument. 


Atom Summit Meet 


To Unleash Secrets 


GENEVA—The International 


Atomic Confer- 
ence, which will bring the world’s leading nuclear 
scientists to Geneva next week from nearly & 


countries, is going to conduct a test explosion of its own. 

It will not be a bomb that is set off—just the opposite. Our informa- 
tion is that with the United States and the Soviet Union leading the 
way, thé conference will explode merely the last year of secrecy sur- 


rounding the peaceful atom. 

What is now clear is that when 
Geneva’s “summit meeting’ of 
atomic scientists is over, there will 
not be many secrets left in the 
field of peaceful uses. 


This means that this first Inter- 
national Atomic Conference, con- 
vening almost 10 years to the day 
after the first atomic bomb was 
revealed to the world at Hiro 
shima, is working out exactly as 
President Eisenhowér and AEC 
Chairman Lewis L. Strauss hoped 
it would when they projected the 
idea more than a year ago. 

The President and Adm. Strauss 
were convinced that even if the 
principal powers could not agree 
together on how to deal with the 
war uses of atomic energy, it 
would be a tremendous -boon to get 
the scientists working together on 
th® peaceful uses of atomic ener- 
gy. Their idea was to begin to 
show the world what lessons lie 
ahead if the nations would work 
cooperatively to expand and speed 
the development of the peaceful 
atom. 


This is what is happening. 

Preparations for the conference 
began in an atmosphere of skepti- 
cism and coolness bordering on in- 
Cifference. When professor Walter 
Whitman of MIT, secretary-gener- 
al of the conference, made his sur- 
vey trip through the principal cap- 
itals this winter he found little in- 
terest and virtually nothing be-

Certain incidents trought to the 
fore again the ancient split in the 
party on some matters between 
the Southern wing, which is dom- 
inant in Congress, and the North- 
ern, preponderantly urban wing 
upon which the party must rely 
heavily for national election vic- 
tories. 


Two examples are illustrative. 
One is the hopeless dilemma of 
the school constructior bill be- 
cause of its entanglement in the 
school segregation issue. Northern 
Democrats were constrained to 
support an amendment forbidding 
federal school construction funds 
to school districts where segrega- 
tionis continued contrary to the 
Supreme Court decision. Southern- 
ers opposed any such limitation 
being written inte legislation, in- 
sisting that the working out of anti- 
segregation should now be left to 
the federal courts where it was 
consigned by a Supreme Count or- 
der implementing its decision. 
This issue will be revived next 
session as school construction is 
a crying need that cannot be de- 
nied. Both parties again will be 
on the spot, but Democrats in par- 
ticularly since they are in control 
of Congress. and responsible for 
its management and its program.

anti-segregation amendment which 
is being pushed so energetically 
by the NAACP.

The other issue that drew a deep 
gulf between the Southern leader- 
ship of the party and big city 
Democrats was involved in the 
bill to exempt natural gas pro- 
ducers from regulation by the Fed- 
eral Power Commission, which 
was pressed to action by Speaker 
of the House Sam Rayburn of 
Texas. Here, as in the school seg- 
regation issue, the Southern lead- 
ership was found in a challenge 
of the Supreme Court also, as the 
court had held that the FPC was 
required to regulate producers un- 
der the 1938 Natural Gas Act. 

As forecast here a few days ago, 
the natural gas exemption bill was 
rus to the floor in the con- 
fusio dent to the wind-up of 
Congress and jammed through un- 
der trefnendous personal pressure 
by the speaker. He had a close 
call, the vote being 209 to 203. The 
rebellion among both Democrats 
and Republicans from heavy gas 
consuming areas almost got be- 
yond control,

If they are attending to their 
prospects’ noses and ears, they 
are meanwhile forgetting them- 
selves and therefore feel less 
selfconsciousness. 

This training in @xtroversion 
of their attention is an asset, 
for they are thus more likely 
to observe slight changes in fa-

Remember, too, that if a 
physiognomist is analyzing on 
the basis of four distinct facial 
types, then 25 per cent of his 
analyses will be correct just 
by chance alone.

Ex-Atlantan 
‘Gift From God’ 


There was a piece in a St. Paul, Minn., paper several weeks 
ago about Miss Mildred Thomson, supervisor of services to the 
mentally retarded and epileptic for the Minnesota Department of 
Public Welfare. 

Miss Thomson, it seems, has led the work in this field for 
30 years, bringing to Minnesota international recognition for pio- 
neering in services for the mentally handicapped. She is winner 
of the first award by the National Association for Retarded 
Children, given for ‘“‘her outstanding service to retarded children 
and her friendship to their parents.” 


In making the award the organization's spokesman said: 

“We of the National Association for Retarded Children do 
not consider that Miss Mildred Thomson is a gift from Minne- 
sota; she is a gift from God, for retarded children everywhere.”’ 

As it happens this capable and compassionate woman is also 
a gift from Georgia. 


Mrs. Emilio Suarez of Cuthbert attended Agnes Scott with 
Mildred Thomson and she is delighted but not in the least sur- 
prised with the honors that have come to her old schoolmate. 

For Miss Thomson seems to have come from and up-and- 
doing Atlanta family. Her father was the late William §S. 
Thomson, a prominent Atlanta attorney, and one of her brothers, 
William D. Thomson, was dean of Emory law school before his 
death several years ago. A sister, Mrs. Edith Thomson Booth, 
was a pioneer in social services in Atlanta, Mrs. Suarez tells 
me, serving as director of the old Atlanta Associated Charities, 
now the Family Service Society. 


Three other brothers, Dr. John Thomson, Albert and Logan 
Thomson, now dead, were also prominent Atlantans, and another 
sister, Miss Frances Thomson, was for many years librarian 
in Mount Vernon, N.Y. 


Miss Thomson left Atlanta many years ago and in the interim 
she has become one of the nation’s most respected and hardest- 
working leaders in that tragic and lonely field where the men- 
tally retarded dwell. 

She served as president of the American Association on Men- 
tal Deficiency in 1949 and 1950 and has traveled over the coun- 
try talking to groups and helping with the organization of pro- 
grams for the education of retarded children. 


Today Miss Thomson and another sister, Adelaide, share an 
apartment in St. Paul. One wall of the apartment is covered 
with citations and awards which she has received, but by all 
accounts she is a modest, self-effacing woman who takes most 
pride in the tribute of one parent. 


This parent, whose child is one of the mentally handicapped, 
said: ‘‘Miss Thomson ‘rocked the cradle of the giant national 
lay movement of parents and their friends.’ 

Miss Amy Birdall, writing about her in the St. Paul paper, 
said, ‘‘Truly here is a selfless woman who has devoted her life 
to help raise retarded children from a subhuman status into the 
family of man. Her contribution to the culture of our times can 
never be estimated.” 

Atlanta’s small but growing group of parents and teachers in 
the field might get comfort and help from this outstanding for- 
mer citizen.

Kaesong controls the main north- 
erm invasion route to Seoul, and 
was the first ROK city to fall to 
the Reds in 1950.
